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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


An electrical socket has resilient wires extending together in a hyperboloid 
arrangement between retaining rings at opposite ends of the socket to which they are welded. 
The wires are grouped together in pairs and the pairs are spaced from one another around the 
socket. The socket is assembled by loading pairs of wires into respective slots extending 
along a mandrel.
